’ complished within the stipulated per!- 
od, tt was automatically renewed for 
ten yeara, Premier Tanaka told the 
foreign diplomats in Tokyo that Japan 
Was unable to accept the Nationalist 
demand in view. of the provisions of 
the treaty itself and would be unable 
-even to agree to a revision of the: 
treaty until the Chinese government 
withdrew its notice of abrogation. 


OV. AL SMITH went. down to a 
country club at Hampton Bay, 
Long Island, for a few days of vaca 
tion during which he expected to make 
much progress in the writing of his 
speech of acceptance which will be 
delivered on the evening of August 22 
from the steps of the state capitol at 
Albany. Herbert Hoover, who has been 
resting at his home st Palo Alto, 
 Calif., started on a fishing and auto- 
mobile trip of about a thousand miles 
through northern California. His ac- 
ceptance address is practically com- 
pleted and it will be made in the great 
- stadium of Stanford university the 
evening of August 11. 

Probably 100,000 persons will be 
present to hear Mr. Hoover, and as 
‘many will gather {n Albany to Lsten 
to the words of Governor Smith. But 
their real audiences will be perhaps a 
third of the population of the United, 
States 1n each case, for arrangements 
have been made for a hookup of nine- 
ty radio stations for the broadcasting 
of the speeches.
